Some Timely Thoughts 

To the Editor: 

The college text books on logic, in 
my clay at least, always stressed the 
need for the definition of terms as 
indispensible requisites for clear 
thinking. But the concepts behind the 
words used change with the changing 
times and changing circumstances and 
re-definition often become necessary. 
This is especially true of the words 
that convey political concepts. 

The tariff, a protection for infant 
industries; a subsidy for the indu.s- 
tralists — so it may have been. Today 
the tariff is a protection for the stand- 
ard of living, the opportunity for em- 
ployment for the American working- 
man. Remove the tariff and what 
would happen? An illustration is 
close at hand in the results of the 
competition of the cotton mills of the 
South with those of the North. 
Cheaper land, vicinage to the raw 
material; a lower cost of living and 
hence relatively lower wages, enable 
the Southern cotton mills to undersell 
the product of their Northern com- 
petitors. 

As a result the Northern mill owner 
is faced with one of three choices: he 
may remove his mill to a more favor- 
able locality— to the South, to Canada 
or even farther afield — he may liqui- 
date the mill, he may lower wages. 
It has been established by analyses 
through governmental agencies that 
in normal times, under normal con- 
ditions, the profit in the selling price 
of r*.oM industrial products is so small 
a factor that any depression in the 
ratio the selling price boars to the 
principal factors of cost, material and 
labor, would disorganize the industry 
and soon throttle it. We have soon 
this in the effect of Southern competi- 
tion on the Northern cotton mills. 
How widespread would be a similar 
effect on American industries if the 
American market were thrown open 
for competition with foreign indus- 
tries ! 

Labor leaders in Geneva and in 
Washington are agreed upon one point 
— that it would be practically impos- 
sible to raise foreign wages to the 
American level, and the American 
workman will never accept anything 
like the foreign scale. How can he? 
The cotton weaver in Japan works for 
21 cents a day; the cotton spinner for 
24 cents. 

National isolation is another term 
needing rc-definition. Fortunate in 
out situation, we lived as a nation, 
secure and self-contained within the 
barriers of the separating seas. Hut 
the separating seas have become the 
way thither — the way here! Willy 
niilv, we are one of the Great Powers 
— we cannot forego our responsibili- 
ties — that way lies relinquishment of 
opportunity and frustration; we can- 
not evade them. 

But the foreign policy which de- 
termines our action cannot he im- 
petuous, spectacular, experimental, it 
must be an evolution guided by wis- 
dom and caution. I know of but two 
measures ripe for consideration at 
this time — I use these words advisedly 
— the establishment between the 
United States and the British Empire 
of dee]) and abiding friendly relations. 
Upon these two great democratic na- 
tions rests a common responsibility 
to preserve the fruits of the civiliza- 
tion won in the slow evolution of the 
ages, through sacrifice and struggle 
and agonies. We may not concern 
ourselves with the restless ambitions 
for expansion, for shifting frontiers 
that disturb the Continent of Europe, 
though we are not unaffected by them, 
as recent events have shown. We 
have a concern, should these threaten 
a conflagration so great that civili- 
zation itself is threatened. I believe 
such a friendly understanding, such 
a recognition of a common responsi- 
bility would, though, go far toward 
the maintenance of the peace of the 
world. 

The second measure is the advis- 
ability of making the diplomatic ser- 
vice a career, as the consular service 
now is. We have had outstanding 
men, giving splendid service, but the 
newer diplomacy needs more than 
that, it needs men trained through ex- 
perience in a wide diversity of diplo- 
matic contacts, during a career in 
-which permanency is assured. 

No graver questions have ever pre- 
sented themselves to an incoming 
President than these that press for 
solution, for consideration now. To 
Governor Landon I look for leadership 
through the maze. He has shown him- 
self to be honest, forthright, independ- 
ent. I believe him to have also that 
characteristic of our greatest Presi- 
dents, a sense of his responsibility as 
the representative of the Nation as a 
whole, and not merely of a party, and 
a capacity for growth through the ex- 
ercise of that responsibility.
